The
president who committed that error
is in retirement, thoroughly so,
and his party, still fighting Ameri-
can destiny, never stood lower in
public confidence than at this time.

WHAT IS TAUGHT.

Students At The 0. A, C. Tanght More
Than Farmiog,

To the sverage visitor few places counld
be visited with greater interest than our
agricultural college, and among its many
depastments and courses none are more
interesting or complete than the me-
chanical. While we call it an agricul-

tural college, and while the experiments
performed by the state experiment sta-
tion for the atate in general, are along
the lines of agriculture, yet the mechani-
cal department is more largely patron-
ized by the students, and more complete
than any other of the departments,
though this latter statement may not seem
true because of the many excellent fea-
tures that have of late been added to the
couree.

The freshman on enteripg Lis career
as & mechanical student is introduced to
the woedworking room on the upper floor
of Mechanical Hall. Under the direc-
tion of Prof, Pritchard he is taught the
difference between a jack-plane and an
auger, and hew to navigate a saw, or
handle a hammer.

He is taught how to make a perfecl
*Jjoint” without the use of a “‘dutch-
man,’, how to ‘““mertise,’” how to “dove-
tail,” and how to do the many inumer-
able things that a carpenter must do in
order te follow the duties of his profes-
gionn Here also the [reshman has the
use of and learnsto operate the wood-
lathes, rip, buzz, jig and band-saws, and
all kinds of machinery used in wood-
ghops of the highest order. It matters
not whether he be a natural born me-
chanie if he only be industrious, obsery-
ing, and patient the freshman will be a
fairly good carpenter by the time he has
completed his first year's work in the
wood-shops.

The next year thie stadent prides him-

gelf in being a sophomore and finds his
mechanieal duties at the power-house
where under Prof. Phillips he learns the
entire profession, excopt shoeing horses,
§f this may be called a part of the pro=-
fession. Here he is taught to make a
“lap’ and a “butt” weld, how to get the
right “temper” and how not to get eut
of temper, he is taught how to take the
¢rudest piece of iron and transform it
into anything from a -cork-screw to a
gledge-bammer. He has the use of
everything that is found in a first class
blacksmith shop. and if he fails to be a
blacksmith he can blame only himselfl
and not the government or Professo®
Phillips.

As a junior, the student rises’ another
step in the mechanical department at the
OAC and finds himself in the machine
ghops of Mechanical Hall, where Profs.
Covel, Hayward, and Phillips preside.
Here he spends his third and fourth
yeurs, here he finds himself among ma-
chines that are only to be equalled by
the leading foundries aud machine shops

feeling of pity for the poor freshman
who is patiently shoving a jack-plane
over a rough pine board in the carpen-
ter shop; yet he remembers that he was
there once himself, so he keeps his head
and says nothing, *tends industriously to
bueiness, and if he does mot leave the
machine rooms at the end of his fourth
year, afull-fledged mechanic, there can
be no doubt of his being one of those pe-
culiar-creatures known as an “it.”

The department gf agricultore is mak-
ing use of the money appropriated for
the collection, porchase, test, propaga-
gation, and distribution of rare and val-
nable seeds, from foreign countries.
These seed are being distributed among
the experiment stations of the country,
to be given the farmers for trial. Our
Oregon farmers should remember this
and take advantage of every opportunity
to'secure these seed as they are received
at the coliege. Among the new plants
is the Scarlet Vetch, the promising new
winter forage plant found by Dr. Trabut,
director of the experiment station at Al-
niers, It iagrown with winter oats or
rye and seryed as a support, and will
vield in ita native country five tons o
good hay to the acre. This species is
gimilar to the hairy vetch, which has
proven to be a most valuable forage plant
in the S8outh and coming into such strong
prominence here in the Northwest. It
degerves s careful trial, since it is likely
to be fonnd very vigorous.
